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1 0 The cell of Uoeglich-Fassbender is being made by Pintsch, but no proper 
technical result has been achieved yet* Fassbender believes the cell

The German Economic Commission has also ordered Zeiss to carry out research 
independently for these new uses* Fassbender has now put a chemist to work 
and it has been found that the way of growing the crystals and the composi- 
tion of the base solution have a considerable influence which has not been 
considered so far.
